In  1897  there  will  be  two  eclipses,  both  of  the  Sun. 

I. — An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  February  1  ;  visible  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern  parts  of  the 
United  States,  to  Mexico  and  Central  America,  the  Western  part  of  South  America,  and  the  South 
Pacific  Ocean;  -visible  to  the  Southern  and  Eastern  portions  of  the  United  States  as  a  Partial  Eclipse 
as  follows  :  Eastern  Standard  Time .  Eclipse  begins  February  1 ,  lh.  25m.  p.  m.  Middle  of  Eclipse 
February  1,  3h.  6m.  p.  m.  Eclipse  ends  February  1,  5h.  4m.  p.  m. 

II. — An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  July  29,  visible  to  the  greater  portions  of  North  and  South 

America,  a  small  part  of  the  Pacific  Ocean;  the  greater  part  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  the  extreme 
western  part  of  Africa.  Visible  as  a  Partial  Eclipse  in  the  United  States  as  follows  :  Eastern 

Standard  Time.  Eclipse  begins  July  29,  9h.  4m.  a.m.  Middle  of  Eclipse  July  29,  lOh  59m.  a.  m.

MOONLIGHT  EVENINGS.— Persons  who  desire  to  ascertain  when  the  Moon  will  shine  well, 
for  the  purpose  of  EVENING  EXCURSION  PARTIES,  PIC-NICS,  etc.,  may  consider  the  evenings 
favorable  for  those  purposes  for  three  nights  before  Full  Moon ,  and  for  four  nights  after  Full  Moon. 
The  Moon’s  rising  after  the  full  will  occur  after  sunset,  and  about  fifty  minutes  later  each  evening. 
The  time  of  rising  will  be  seen  in  the  pages  of  the  Almanac.  The  best  time  is  at  Full  Moon.

LEGAL  HOLIDAYS  IN  VARIOUS  STATES. 

July  4  (Independence  Day),  and  Dec.  25  (Christmas  Day),  together  with  Thanksgiving  Day 
(usually  last  Thursday  in  Nov.),  and  Fast  Days,  when  appointed,  are  legal  holidays  in  all  the  States. 

January  1  (New  Year’s  Day),  in  all  States,  except  Arkansas,  Delaware,  Georgia,  Kentucky, 
Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  North  Carolina,  Rhode  Island,  and  South  Carolina. 

February  22  (Washington's  Birthday),  in  all  States  except  Alabama.  Arkansas,  Florida,  Illi¬ 
nois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Maine  Missouri,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Tennessee,  and  Texas 

General  Election  Day  (generally  first  Tuesday  after  first  Monday  in  November),  in  California, 
Maine,  Missouri,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Oregon,  South  Carolina,  and  Wisconsin. 

Decoration  Day  (May  30),  is  in  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Maine,  Michigan,  New  Hampshire,  New 
Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont. 

Good  Friday  (April  16),  is  in  Florida,  Louisiana,  Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania. 

Shrove  Tuesday  (Mardi  Gras)  (Mar.  2),  Louisiana,  Cities  of  Mobile,  Montgomery  and  Selma, 

Memorial  Day  (April  26),  is  in  Georgia.  [Alabama. 

Anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans  (January  8),  is  in  Louisiana. 

Lincoln’s  Birthday  (Feb.  12),  New  York. 

Anniversary  of  Texan  Independence  (Mar.  2)  and  Battle  of  San  Jacinto  (Apr.  21),  Texas. 

Labor  Day  (first  Monday  in  September),  New  York. 

Firemen’s  Anniversary  (March  4),  in  Louisiana.

The  Law  of  Cure _ — . 

Some  two  thousand  years  ago  a  doctrine  prevailed  among  medical  men  that  the  human 
body  contained  FOUR  HUMORS,  and  from  the  quantity,  quality  and  mixture  of  these  fluids 
health  or  disease  obtained.

A  personal  right  of  action  dies  with  the  person. 

An  oral  agreement  must  be  proved  by  evidence.

Burns  and  Scalds. — Cover  with  cooking  soda  and 
lay  wet  cloths  over  it.  White  of  eggs  and  olive 
oil.

RULES  FOR  PURCHASE  OF  A  HORSE. 

Light  sorrel  or  chestnut,  with  feet,  legs  and  face 
white  are  marks  of  kindness. 

A  deep  bay  with  no  white  hair  has  great  bottom, 
but  a  fool,  especially  if  his  face  is  a  little  dished. 
These  are  always  tricky  and  unsafe. 

A  black  horse  cannot  stand  the  heat,  nor  a  white 
one  the  cold. 

The  more  white  above  the  head  the  greater  his 
docility  and  gentleness. 

If  broad  and  full  between  the  eyes  he  may  be 
depended  on  as  a  horse  for  being  trained  to  any¬ 
thing. 

Intelligent  animals  prick  up  their  ears  when 
spoken  to,  vicious  ones  throw  their  ears  back. 

Dish-faced  horses  must  always  be  avoided,  and 
a  broad  forehead,  high  between  the  ears,  indicate 
a  very  vicious  disposition,  while  the  long  neck 
indicates  a  good  disposition,  contrary  wise  if  short 
and  thick. 

The  nostrils  of  a  good  horse  should  be  large  ;  he 
should  be  about  1534  hands  high,  head  light  and 
clean  made.  Wide  between  the  nostrils,  and  the 
nostrils  themselves  large,  transparent  and  open, 
broad  in  the  forehead,  eyes  prominent,  clear  and 
sparkling,  ears  small  and  neatly  set  on,  neck 
rather  short  and  well  set  up,  large  arm  or  shoulder 
well  thrown  back,  legs  frail,  flat  and  thin,  and 
small  bone,  body  round  and  rather  light,  full  chest, 
back  short,  with  hind  quarters  set  on  rather  ob¬ 
liquely.

First.— The  Pyramids  of  Egypt,  begun  1500  B.  C., 
and  completed  1082  B.  C. 

Second.— The  Mausoleum,  erected  350  B.  C.,  over 
the  tomb  of  Mausolus,  King  of  Caria,  by  Artemisa, 
his  Queen. 

Third.— The  Temple  of  Diana  at  Ephesus,  built 
552  B  C.  It  was  425  feet  long,  225  feet  broad,  and 
was  supported  by  127  columns  of  Parian  marble 
60  feet  high,  each  weighing  150  tons. 

Fourth.— The  walls  and  hanging  gardens  of  the 
city  of  Babylon,  which  were  constructed  by 
Nebuchadnezzar,  between  600  and  606  B.  C. 

Fifth.— The  Colossus  of  Rhodes,  which  was  a 
brazen  statue  standing  over  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor  of  Rhodes,  so  large  that  vessels  sailed  be¬ 
tween  its  legs.  It  was  the  work  of  Chares,  and 
was  erected  B.  C.  288  or  290. 

Sixth.— The  ivory  and  gold  statue  of  Jupiter 
Olympus,  made  by  Phidias  440  B.  C. 

Seventh.— The  Pharaoh  or  out  watch-tower, 
built  by  Ptolemy  Philadelphus,  King  of  Egypt, 
280  B.  C.  It  was  a  tower  built  of  white  marble, 
on  the  top  of  which  fires  were  kept  constantly 
burning.  It  stood  at  Alexandria,  and  served  as  a 
beacon  light  to  sailors  entering  the  bay.

Cost  about  $16,000,000,  was  opened  to  the  Public  May  24,  1883.

To  Keep  Fruit.— To  keep  grapes  or  other  fruit 
fresh,  wipe  clean  and  dry  and  cover  or  bury  them 
in  commercial  borax.  Only  sufficient  borax  is 
required  to  cover  the  fruit  nicely.  This  process  is 
said  to  be  very  successful  in  California  and  is 
highly  recommended. 


An  excellent  wash  for  plants  is  tobacco  water. 
Take  a  handful  of  tobacco  stems  and  steep  them 
by  pouring  boiling  water  over  them  until  the  water 
looks  like  strong  tea.  When  the  water  has  become 
cool,  wipe  off  the  leaves  and  stems  with  a  sponge 
or  soft  cloth.  Reduce  the  strength  of  the  in¬ 
fusion  with  more  water,  and  thoroughly  wet  the 
earth  around  the  roots.  This  wflil  keep  plants 
healthy  and  remove  all  insects. 


Farmers  rarely  gain  by  holding  on  to  their, 
grain  after  it  is  fit  for  market,  when  the  shrinkage 
is  taken  into  account  Wheat  from  the  time  it  is 
threshed  will  shrink  two  quarts  to  the  bushel,  or 
six  per  cent,  in  six  months,  in  the  most  favorable 
circumstances 

Corn  shrinks  much  more  from  the  time  it  is 
first  husked.  One  hundred  bushels  of  ears,  as 
they  come  from  the  field  in  November,  will  be 
reduced  to  not  far  from  eighty. 

In  the  case  of  potatoes,  taking  those  that  rot 
and  are  otherwise  lost,  together  with  the  shrink¬ 
age,  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  between  October 
and  June  the  loss  to  the  owner  wrho  holds  them  is 
not  less  than  thirty-three  per  cent.

Last  Report  of  Business  Transacted. — Total  number  of  pieces  handled  of  all  kinds  of  Mail  was 
1.361,356,483,  a  daily  average  of  3,729,744.  The  sale  of  all  Stamps,  Envelopes,  Cards,  Newspaper

Butter-milk,  it  is  said,  will  take  out  mildew 
stains. 


If  a  cucumber  is  cut  into  strips  and  the  pieces 
put  into  places  where  ants  are  found,  it  will  surely 
drive  them  away. 

To  remove  rust  from  knives,  cover  the  blades 
with  sweet  oil  for  a  day  or  two  and  then  rub  with 
a  lump  of  fresh  lime. 


Good  grade  stock  that  matures  early  and  is  of 
superior  quality  pays  a  good  price  for  the  farm 
feed  and  a  profit  on  the  breeding  and  feeding. 


Rub  cold  tallow  from  a  candle  on  to  an  ink 
spot ;  allow  it  to  remain  twenty -four  hours  and 
wash  as  usual.  Properly  done,  this  method  is 
sure. 


To  Clean  Clothing.— Dissolve  borax  in  soft 
water  and  apply  with  flannel  cloth,  or  sponge  the 
spots  on  coats,  vests  or  any  woolen  goods  ;  it  will 
not  injure  it. 


Handsome  parlor  vases  are  usually  filled  with 
some  such  ingredient  as  sand  to  weight  them  and 
prevent  the  light  porcelain  from  being  brushed  off 
the  mantelpiece. 

A  return  to  the  good  old-fashioned  way.)  of 
raising  a  lot  of  good  calves  on  the  farm  upon 
which  they  are  to  be  fed  is  well  worth  considering 
at  this  time.

Red  and  black  make  brown. 

Lake  and  white  make  rose. 

White  and  brown  make  chestnut. 

White,  blue  and  lake  make  purple. 

Blue  and  lead  color  make  pearl. 

White  and  carmine  make  pink. 

Indigo  and  lampblack  make  silver  gray. 

White  and  lampblack  make  lead  color. 

Black  and  Venetian  red  make  chocolate. 

White  and  green  make  bright  green. 

Purple  and  white  make  French  white. 

Green  and  black  make  dark  green. 

Red  and  yellow  make  orange. 

White  and  yellow  make  straw  color. 

White,  blue  and  black  make  pearl  gray. 

Umber,  white  and  Venetian  red  make  drab. 
White,  yellow  and  Venetian  red  make  cream. 
Red,  blue,  black  and  green  make  olive. 

Yellow,  white  and  little  Venetian  red  make  buff. 


When  you  have  strained  your  plain  boiled 
potatoes,  take  them  at  once  to  the  open  door  or 
window  and  give  them  a  vigorous  shaking  in  the 
draught.  They  will  become  white  and  mealy. 
Try  it  once  and  you  will  do  it  always,  so  great  is 
the  improvement. 

Horses  fed  in  the  middle  of  the  day  with  broken 
and  moistened  grains  will  be  in  finer  condition  at 
night  than  those  fed  on  whole  grains.  At  noon 
they  are  in  a  tired  condition,  and  the  stomach  is 
often  unable  to  properly  handle  the  food  put  into 
it,  and  they  are  put  to  work  again  before  their 
ration  is  digested  at  all. 


Butter  as  a  Medicine. — English  experiments 
have  shown  that  good  butter  is  equal  to  cod  liver 
oil  for  consumptives  and  others  needing  to  be 
built  up  in  flesh,  and  that  it  is  much  more  easily 
digested  and  hence  it  can  be  used  in  larger  quan¬ 
tities.  Many  stomachs  too  delicate  to  digest  cod 
liver  oil  at  all  readily  digest  lai’ge  quantities  of 
butter  taken  on  thin  slices  of  stale  bread. 


Sheep  are  peculiar  in  that  they  must  have  per¬ 
fectly  sweet  food.  Anything  sour  gives  them  fits, 
literally  fits  of  various  kinds,  which  the  shepherd 
should  guard  against.  So  that  it  is  somewhat 
questionable  if  the  silo  can  ever  become  usable  on 
irheep  farms.  But  there  is  no  possible  question 
about  roots,  especially  the  sweet,  palatable  and 
nutritious  sugar  beet,  or  the  succulent  mangel. 


Cracking  of  Pears.— There  are  some  varieties 
of  pears  which  are  very  subject  to  cracking  of  the 
skin,  which  soon  after  turns  black,  thus  destroy¬ 
ing  the  value  of  the  fruit.  The  black  is  sometimes 
cut  off,  but  what  is  left  of  the  fruit  lacks  the  fine 
flavor  it  should  have  if  the  skin  had  remained 
whole.  The  White  Doyenne  pear,  known  also 
under  its  old  fashioned  name,  Virgalieu,  is  most 
subject  to  this  disease,  and  its  growing  has,  for 
this  reason,  been  discontinued  in  some  localities, 
But  the  disease  is  a  fungus,  and  spraying  with 
Bordeaux  mixture  has  been  found  a  preventive. 
It  should  be  done  early.  The  cracking  generally 
begins  about  the  time  the  seeds  are  forming  in 
the  fruit.  It  may  be  caused  by  a  deficiency  of 
potash  in  the  soil,  making  it  impossible  for  the 
tree  to  form  the  fruit  seeds  and  ripen  its  fruit. 
Many  fungus  diseases  are  probably  due  to  this 
cause,  and  a  liberal  supply  of  potash  to  prevent 
them  is  better  than  cure.  But  wherever  the 
fungus  is  present,  it  should  be  destroyed  by  the 
Bordeaux  mixture,  and  the  trees  then  liberally 
supplied  with  potash  to  prevent  its  recurrence.

Is  situated  on  Bedloe’s  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  unveiled  in  1886,  and  is  the 

largest  statue  ever  built.
